DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE.—Sweet Peas succeed best in a deep, rich soil. The most 
approved method of cultivation is to sow in a trench § or 6 inches deep, covering them at first 
with only one inch of soil; then as the plants grow, fill in the earth about them one inch at a 
time. After the plants are well grown up, they should be watered copiously, and bone mieal 
worked into the soil about the roots, is recommended. Proper trellis or other supports should 
be provided. 

The first sowing of Sweet Peas may be made very early in the spring, as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground. For a succession, some should be sown every few weeks afterwards. For 
fall flowering, they may be sown as late as July. Then again, they may be sown late in the fall 
for very early blooming the following spring, but in that case a dry situation is preferable, and 
they should be sown 4 or 5 inches deep, and not in the trench method,

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


Some previous cultivation, or at least a thorough turning over should be 
given. A clayey loam is the best foundation for a good lawn. Let the surface 
be graded to the level wanted in all parts and well rolled—a light raking follow- 
ing this will prepare for the seed sowing, which should be done as early in the 
spring as the ground can be worked, provided the ground has not already been 
prepared in the fall. The very best time, the ground being in order, is about 
April 1st. Three or four bushels per acre should be sown; the latter amount is 
best, for the young plants are but small, anyway, and if thick, cover the ground 
better and make a smooth and more even turf. Never sow oats or other grains— 
you can’t assist a weak plant by crowding it with a strong one. Mowing should 
be done at least once a week in favorable growing weather, and even in dry 
weather it should be cut twice a month. Do not allow the clippings to remain 
on the ground, except they are very short.
